More than a dozen spokesmen 
for contractors, manufacturers and 
real estate boards were in Wash- 
ington for an afternoon conference 
at the White ‘House, the last to be 
held this week and the fifth in the 
series of seven which Mr. Hoover 
has arranged as a means of off- 
setting any general effect of the 
fall in stock prices. 

On Monday the chief executive 
will meet with Seeretary of Agri- 
culture Hyde, Chairman Legge of 
the Farm Board, and representa- 
tives of farm organizations. The 
conference with spokesmen for 
public utilities, set for Monday, has 
been postponed until representa- 
tives of that industry have held a 
meeting to determine upofi the pre- 
cise program of expansion and 
construction they can undertake 
in the coming year. 

Most Outstanding Development. 

Government officials génerally 
today viewed the agreement 
against wage cuts and industrial 
disputes during the period of sta- 
bilization as perhaps the most out- 
standing development that will 
come from the conferences called 
by the President. This proposal 
caused prolonged discussion and 
accounted for the unusual length 
of both the meetings yesterday, 


on Dee, 5 for an exchange of views 
and the creation of an executive 
committee which will function as 
a co-ordinating body for business 
in ¢0-operation with the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and other Gov- 
ernmental agencies. 

It is the present intention that

HABITUAL FELON 


Rated Same as Peniten- 
tiary Sentences. 


GUILTY PLEA ‘TOO 
LATE’; REJECTED 


Chief of Police Congratu- 
lates Circuit Attorney 
Miller on Record, Points 
to Benefit to City. 


A sealed verdict finding Thom- 
as Packineau, 23 years old, guilty 
of robbery and “being an habitual 
criminal, and fixing his punish- 
ment at life imprisonment, was re- 
turned this morning by a jury in 
Circuit Judge Taylor’s Court, this 
being the third time in three days 
that such a verdict has been 
reached. 

Packineau’s accomplice, James 
Percy Jones, 22, was convicted in 
the same court Wednesday and 
yesterday Hallett Marshall, 28, was 
convicted before Circuit Judge Cal- 
houn, Jones Has been in the peni- 
tentiary once before, while Pack- 
bineau had served a term in a re- 
formatory and Marshall in a work- 
house. ' 

Following Jones’ conviction, 
Packineau offered to plead guilty 
if let off with a 20-year term. “Too 
late,” said Assistant Circuit At- 
torney John L. Sullivan, prosecu- 
tor in both cases. 

Admitted Fifteen Holdups. 

Packineau and Jones, arrested 
last September, admitted 15 hold- 
ups, including one at the Bohan- 


‘¢up Glenn Phipps, 


Reformatory. He offered no. de- 
fense. The jury deliberated three 
hours. 

Packineau and Marshall are the 
first former reformatory and work- 
house inmates without penitentiary 
records to be convicted here as 
habitual criminals. Heretofore only 
former penitentiary inmates have 
been pfrosecuted under the drastic 
habitual criminal act, which re- 
quires the maximum punishment 
for the crime charged—in the case 
of robbery, life imprisonment. 

Held Up Dew Drop Inn. 

Marshall was accused of holding 
night cook in 
the Dew Drop Inn, 205 North Elev- 
enth street, -and taking $57 from 
the cash register, last Aug. 2. 
Phipps has since left the city, but 
two other employes of the restau- 
rant, James Stewart and Malcolm 
McCall, identified Marshall as the 
robber. A policeman and a watch- 
man, summoned by the employes, 
arrested Marshall as he was at- 
tempting to escape on a motor 
cycle. 

The defense offered no testi- 
mony, but demurred to the suffi- 
clency of the evidence on the 
ground the man actually held up. 
Phipps, had not testified. Mar- 
shall’s attorney announced an ap- 
peal would be filed. 

Marshall was not armed, but, ac- 
cording to testimony, made Phipps 
believe he had a revolver by press- 
ing his finger against Phipps. 

Difficulty was experienced in se- 
lecting a jury, a dozen men being 
excused when they announced that 
although in accord with the habit- 
ual criminal measure, they were 
unwilling to impose a life sentence 
on the defendant as he had not 
previously been in the penitentiary. 

Marshall had served a Work- 
house term on his plea of guilty 
of stealing an automobile, a felony 
which might have been punished 
by a penitentiary term of two to 
25 years. The case was prosecuted 
by Assistant Circuit Attorney Wil- 
liam B, Flynn. 


Gerk Sends Congratulations to 
Circuit Attorney Miller. 

“A few more such convictions 
will bring crime in St. Louis to a 
minimum,” Chief of Police Gerk 
commented today, planning to 
send Circuit Attorney Miller a Iet- 
ter of congratulation on the three 
life sentences of robbers under the 
habitual criminal act this week. 
He pointed out that only one hold- 
up occurred last night, in contrast 
to recent nights of 10, 12, 15 and 
16 robberies.

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Be Issued Pending Review 
Of Case,

COLUMBUS, 0O., Nov. 22.—Dr. 
James H. Snook, under sentence of 
death for the ‘murder of Theora 
K. Hix, will receive an indefinite 
stay of execution pending a review 
of his case before the State Su- 
preme Court, Chief Justice Car- 
rington T. Marshall of the State's 
highest tribunal told attorneys for 
the ‘slayer late today. 

Earlier today a new trial was 
denied Snook by the Second Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals. 

Snook pleaded he was not given 
a fair trial, and was not given suf- 
ficient time in which to prepare 
his case.. The Appellate Court, 
however, affirmed the lower 
court’s finding and sentence. 

The Appellate Court criticised 
methods used in obtaining a con- 
fession from Snook, and statements 
made by the prosecutor in sum- 
ming up. 

Of the confession, the Court said 
“the procedure commonly desig- 
nated ag the third degrec” has no 
place in the administration of 
criminal justice. No crime, howev- 
er harrowing and atrocious, justi- 
fies those who are charged with 
enforcing and upholding the law 
in digressing in any particular 
from the obligations of that duty. 
Nothing justifies abusing a pris- 
oner or subjecting him to long pe- 
riods of physical and mental strain 
and the denial of food and drink.”

The city long 
ag» contended they did not. but in 
a suit on the Jefferson avenue line 
former Circuit Judge Cave held 
the franchise was extended by the 
Transit grant. provided the com- 
pany continued to pay the tax re- 
quired of it under its original fran- 
chise. 

No Decision; Compromise in 1919. 
This case was taken to the State 
Supreme Court on appeal by the 
city, but was never tried in that 
court, having been affirmed pur- 
suant to stipulation by the then 
City Counselor ’and attorneys for 
the company. This was the 1919 
United Railways compromise, de- 
tails of which have been reviewed 
in the Post-Dispatch. 

As has been told the company 
has not paid the franchise tax re- 
quired under the Jefferson avenue 
franchise since 1$12, amounting to 
about $10,000 a year, and City 
Counselor Muench recently an- 
nounced he would make forma! de- 
mand on the St. Louis Public Serv- 
ice Co. for the tax for the period 
since that company took over the 
property Dec. 1, 1927. 

Muench has not announced what, 
if any, action he proposes to take 
with veference to questioning the 
franchises, but be is known to be 
making an exhaustive study of the 
franchise situation. It will be re- 
called that in an opinion given the 
TranspdMation Survey Commission 
Oct. 25, he expressed the view that 
under no form of franchise can 
the city have home rule over the 
street car company. It also will

Wool Tariff and Farmer.

They want a plan of “merger” which 
will forever prevent any town of the 
county from becoming a part of the city 
no matter how badly the town might 
want to join the city or how willingly its 
people would vote te become a part of it, 
All the county knows how much bet- 
ter the city can administer the needs of 
a growing population than do or can 
the 16 small municipalities of the coun- 
ty. The people of the county showed re- 
spect for that doctrine when they voted, 
more than two to one, in favor of the 
existing constitutional amendment which 
provides three modes of annexation or 
merger. Several localities adjoining St. 
Louis have repeatedly knocked to be ad- 
mitted to the city of St. Leuis because 
the population there was badly governed. 
The city does not covet the farm and 
wild lands of the county. It wants only 
that portion of its own population which 
has outgrown the city’s boundaries, and 
it wants to give to its overgrown séec- 
tion the right to become a part of the 
city. If the loss of its urban fringe 
would make it difficult for the remain- 
der of the county to function, then the 
more reason why the entire county 
should join the city for its protection. 
This word is thoughtfully used. If the 
present basic law proved inadequate for 
the purpose of fair dealing. the state 
would vote overwhelmingly for & meas- 
ure that would equitably adjust.the re- 
lations between the urban and rural por- 
tions of the city. Why perpetuate a sys- 
tem based upon multiple instead of unil- 
fied government when all real argu- 
ment and all human experience point to 
the latter’ JUSTA CITIZEN. 


Risks and Rates. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
PPOSITION toa State insurance fund 
voiced by a spokesman for the Asso- 

ciated Industries cf Missouri calls to pub- 
lic mind again the proposal of labor 
leaders for altering the present adminis- 
tration of the workmen's compensation (; 
act. It further indicates that two groups 
already have made up their minda, one 
proposing, the other opposing. 

In brief, the petitions for an initiative 
vote propose that instead of each em- 
ployer insuring his working force against 
accident in a private risk concern, he 
will contribute to a State fund, out of 
which damage claims will be paid. Labor 
leaders take the view that adjustments 
will be made with less controversy and 
delay under this program. 

To this the opposition replies that it 
would be inadvisable in the highest de- 
gree to intrust the administration of 


foolish charges made by Banker Kent, the Washing- 
ton Post, and others, that the disaster was caused 
by the refusal of the coalition in the Senate to let 
industry have the kind of tariff bill that some part 
of it wanted. The condition of business was never 
serious, but the slight depression, particularly in the 
automobile industry, the second largest in the coun- 
try, was sufficient to upset a market in which the 
speculative levels had become too dependent upon 
prosperity. It was possible for what happened to be 
altogether misunderstood. There was grave danger 
that the exaggeration of values in the stock market 
might be followed by exaggeration in the business 
condition which precipitated the collapse. Mr. Hoo- 
ver realized this danger, and he acted promptly te 
avert it. It is fortunate that there is in the White 
House at this time a man whose services as Secre 
tary of Commerce in the Coolidge administration 
gained for him the intimate knowledge of business 
that Mr. Hoover has, and so highly qualified him to 
act in an emergency. 

The next time the country sees stock values rising 
so far above the level logically resulting from their 
actual earnings and prospects, it will be worth while 
for it to recall what Mr. Ford says about the “hesita- 
tion” in business which sent the stock market reel- 
ing. He thinks it resulted from diversion of the 
brains of busimess to stock gambling. Whether sound 
or not, the Detroit industrialist’s postulate that so 
great an institution as American business needs all 
the brains it can rally to its support is credible. It 
is the greatest structure of the kind in history, and 
one can readily believe that its demands upon its 
support are stupendeus. Qne need not go beyond the 
circle of one’s own acquaintance to agree with Mr. 
Ford that the diversion of thought, like the diver- 
sion of surplus capital, must hate been immense 
when the stock market was at its height. 

At any rate, the country is home from school. 
us hope that it learned its bitter lesson. 
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As Col. Carroll left the stand they all knew they 
bad not been listening to a dollare-year maz.

‘ PARASITES OF CHARITY. 

Sharpers who prey upon the citizens’ laudable 
impulse to aid the unfortunate are the subject of a 
warning issued by the Chamber of Commerce Chari- 
ties Committee. A number of fake solicitors are 
abroad, and as the holiday season approaches, more 
are expected. Goods are being sold by canvassers 
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wastefulmess in which the business of its huge cor- 
porations is conducted. It would seem satural that 
our Government should reflect the progress that has 
been made in business management. Instead it hor- 
rifies every business executive who has studied the 
numerous duplications and overlappings of its de 
partments and bureaus. 

President Harding, it is true, took the first step 
toward reorganization of official Washington by ap 
pointing a commission to look into the subject. His 
successor, Mr. Coolidge, had every opportunity to 
carry into effect the commission's findings; but. as 
in everything else, be followed the policy of negation. 
Happily. we now have a President who is not content 
with sitting in the White House as immobile as a 
graven Buddha. He craves action, and is getting 
action on a reform which everyone has agreed for 
a decade should be accomplished but which we have 
until new waited for in vain. . 


OUR MUDDLED JUDGES. 

Totally misinterpreting the Volstead law, Federal 
Judges Reeves and Dawson held that the buyer is 
equally guilty with the seller. This, as we have ex- 
plained, is negatively to apply the clause which re- 
lates to obtaining a permit to manufacture, sell, pur- 
chase, transport or prescribe liquor, which, of course, 
neither a bootlegger nor one buying from a bootieg- 
ger can do. 

Now comes Federal Judge FitzHenry of Ulinois to 
say that under an old statute dating from 1790 it is 
a felony to have guilty knowledge of a crime and not 
to expose it. Thus, to buy liquor from a bootlegger 
and not expose him becomes a felony in the grotesque 
jurisprudence of Judge FitzHenry. 

The Constitution says that one cannot be com- 
pelled to testify against one’s self. Where does this 
leave Judge FitzHenry’s notion that the buyer of 
liquor commits a felony in not exposing the seller?

It was in Febrary, 1830, that the 
French occupied Algiers and drove 
out the Turks who had occupied 
the colony for several centuries. 
The trouble arose from a debt. 
The French Government had run 
up a bill with a commercial] house 
in Algiers between 1783 and 1798, 
and payment had been postponed 
again and again for 30 years or so. 
One day the French consul, Deval, 
called to pay his respects to the 
Sultan’s representative, Hussein 
Pasha. The Turk asked when he 
was going to pay somethi..g besides 
his respects. Argument waxed hot 
and the Turk seized a fly-swatter 


-jand slapped it across Deval’s as- 


tonished face. 

The French Government de- 
manded satisfaction. The Turks re- 
fused, whereupon France sent 104 
warships to Algiers with an army 
of 40,000 men who proceeded. to 
take the town, and, by gradual 
stages, the whole country. 

As elsewhere in North Africa 
the French have built fine road> 
and have exploited natural) re- 
sources in a fruitful manner. Ex- 
portations have gradually grown, 
and for some products, notably cof- 
ton, the increase in recent years 
has been amazing. The grain crop 
is large and Algerian wines are 
g00d enough to find a market in 
France. 

In the lIarger cities, Algiers, 
Constantine and Oran, there will 
be expositiong next year to show 
the visitor something of Algeria's 
history from pre-Roman times 
through the various dominations, 
Roman, Arab, Turkish and French. 

There will be exhibitions of 
books, art, carpets, wines and other 
interesting things. For amusement 
each village will have its own 
fetes, and the larger centers a plen- 
teous program of football. horse 
racing, aviation meets and other 
sport events. 

Algeria has a growing tourist 
trade, so there are modern hotels 
there, with plenty of beds and bars 
and baths. 


SPAIN PLANS SHIP PROGRAM. 
MAKING IT SIXTH POWER 


MADRID, Nov. 22.—Spain is 
planning to recuperate some of its 
last prestige of other centuries on 
the seas by pursuing a naval con- 
struction policy which officials of 
the Ministry of Marine say will 
put Spain sixth among the world 
Powers. 

The vessels, some of which were 
begun about two years ago, are to 
be built in Spanish shipyards at 
Cartagena, Cadiz and Ferrol and 
will all be under construction by 
June, 1932. Completion of the pro- 
gram is expected in three years. 

At present the Spanish navy is 
made up of 632 ships of al] classes, 
mostly smaller craft. The largest 
are the Alfonso XIII and the Jaime 
I, each of 15,700 tons displace- 
ment. : 

Officials said that in its new con- 
struction program Spain would 
continue to cling to the idea of 
building small craft, as it was felt 
that it would be useless to try to 
compete in extravagant expenditure 
with the larger Powers in launching 
dreadnaughts. 

Among the new boats planned 
are eight destroyers of 1800 tons. 
12 submarines of 1000 tons. and 
various auxiliary craft.

Where a warranty accom- 
panies a sale, that warranty would 
have to be established. The mere 
statement of a misrepresentation is 
not sufficient. re: 

A woman passed a shop and saw 
a material that looked like woolen 
cloth. She priced it and felt it 
To her it was a woolen cloth. The 
salesman knew that it was the kind 
of material she wanted, and said it 
was a woolen cloth. She bought it.
